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This is in response to the deficiency fee payment filed pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.28(c) on 1 June, 2001. 

37 CFR 1.28(c) states, "The deficiency is based on the amount of 
the fee, for other than a small entity, in effect at the time the 
deficiency is paid in full." 

The current filing fees due for a large entity are the basic 
filing fee of $710.00, the fee for independent claims in excess 
of three of $80.00, and the fee for 20 claims in excess of 20 of 
$360.00.
